Appointment Is Tempo- 
rary Until Examination 
Reveals Eligibles for 
Four-Year Term; Many 
Candidates Expected. 


LARGE HAS FILLED 
JOB TWELVE YEARS 


New Appointee, Now As- 
sistant Superintendent 
of Mails, in Local Office 
for 33 Years.

WASHINGTON, April 5.—Pend- 
ing the calling of a civil service 
examination to determine eiigibles for 
permanent appointment, Representa- 
tive Ramspeck, of the fifth Georgia 
district, revealed today that he has 
recommended to the postoffice depart- 
ment the appointment of L. F. Living- 
ston as acting postmaster of Atlanta 
to succeed the present incumbent, Ed- 
ward K. Large, whose term expires 
April 22. 

Mr. Livingston is now assistant 
superintendent of mails in the Atlanta 
postoffice and has been identified with 
the postal service in the city for 33 
years. Ae is a grandson and namesake 
of the late Congressman L. F. Living- 
ston, who served in the lower house 
of congress from the fifth Georgia 
district for 20 years. 

In — the announcement Rep- 
resentative Ramspeck emphasized that 
the appointment of Mr. Livingston is 
intended only to fill the gap between 
the expiration of Postmaster Large’s 
term and the determination of eligibles 
for the full four-year term by the civil 
service body. Not “til the examina- 
tion is held and the list of eligibles 
certified will he indicate his choice 
for the permanent appointment. 

Civil Service Requirements. 

Expectations are that the civil serv- 
ice will call an examination imme- 
diately after Mr. Large’s term expires 
this month. Any person, male or fe- 
male, who has aetually resided within 
the delivery of the Atlanta postoffice 
for at least one year next preceding the 
date set for the close of the examina- 
tion and who is a citizen of the United 
States is eligible for the examination, 
provided he has reached his thirtieth 
birthday and has not passed his sixty- 
sixth birthday. The age limit of 66 
years does not apply to persons with 
military preference, or those who have 
served in the armed forces of the na- 
tion, ' 

Other qualification cequirements are | 
that the applicant must be in good 
physical condition, with at least seven 
years’ experience in business that 
equips him to administer the affairs 
of the office. The examination will 
judge the applicants on the basis of 
edueation, business ability and ex- 
perience. 

As a result of the examination the 
commission will certify to the postof- 
fice department the names of the three 
highest eligibles, from which a nomi-

LOWER SCHEDULES 
IN TAX MEASURE 
KEPT BY SENATE 


La Follette’s Proposal To 
Hike Normal Income 
Tax From Four to Six 
Per Cent Rejected. 


WASHINGTON, April 5.—(#)—By 
a margin of 11 votes, the senate today 
retained in the revenue bill the more 
moderate income and surtax schedules 
proposed by its finance committee in- 
stead of a proposal that would have 
restored war-time levies to help: pay 
for economic recovery. 

The high tax advocates mustered 36 
votes for a substitute schedule by 


Senator La Follette, republican, Wis- 
consin, calling for an increase in the 
normal income tax from 4 to 6 per 
cent and surtaxes ratiging from 6 to 
71 per cent. There were 47 votes to 
keep in the bill the committee rates 
that were tentatively approved yes- 
terday. 

This settled the chief controversy 
over the bill and leaders expected its 
passage before the week-end recess. 

The committee rates provide a flat 
normal tax of 4 per cent on all net 
income instead of the present 4 per 
cent on the first $4,000 and 8 per 
cent on all over that. They’ also fix 
the surtaxes at 5 per cent on that 
portion of the income between $4,000 
and $6,000 and _oaareag them upward 
through 29 brackéts to 59 per cent on 
all over $1,000,000. 

House Rates. 

The rates approved by the house 
are a flat normal tax of 4 per cent 
and surtaxes ranging from 4 to 59 
per cent. The differences in the sur- 
tax schedule will thus have to be 
threshed out in conference. 

Twenty-four democrats, 11 republic- 
ans and the farmer-laborite, Ship- 
stead, voted for the La Follette sched- 
ule. Twenty-nine democrats and 18 
republicans answered “no.” 

The committee schedule would al- 
low the same exemptions for surtax 
income as now are authorized for nor- 
mal tax purposes. The effect of this 
would be to start the surtax at about 
$6,500 for married men and $5,000 
for single men because of the $2,500 
and $1,000 exemptions. ae.

Indiana Educator Will 
Be Asked To Name 
“Brain Trust Commu- 
nists” Next Tuesday. 


WASHINGTON, April 5.—(»)— 
Dr. William A. Wirt, Gary, Ind., su- 
perintendent of schools, was asked to- 
day to appear before a house com- 
mittee next Tuesday and name the ad- 
ministration officials who: told him 
President Roosevelt’s counselors were 
planning to overthrow the govern- 
ment. 


Tn an exchange of telegrams, Wirt 
asked for additional time in which to 
prepare his testimony, but Chairman 
Bullwinkle, democrat, North Carolina, 
of the special committee, indicated 
this would not be granted. In his last 
wire to the educator, Bulwinkle asked 
if Wirt would accept it as a sum- 
mons. 

Several hours later, Bulwinkle re- 
ceived this message from Gary: 

“Mr. Wirt out of town. Returning 
tomorrow. Will answer your wire 
then. Mildred Harter Wirt (Mrs. Wil- 
liam A. Wirt).” : 

At an executive session earlier in 
the day the committee by 3 to 2 adopt- 
ed a motion to confine Wirt’s testi- 
mony at the first open meeting to the 
giving of the names of government 
officials with whom has con- 
versed and details of these conversa- 
tions, 

Republicans Oppose Motion. 

The motion was strongly opposed *by 
two republican mémbers, Lehiback, of 
New Jersey, and McGugin, of Kansas, 
who issued a joint statement saying

“We also insisted,” they said, “that

“The motion of the republicans was 
that Dr. Wirt be first allowed to make 
a statement and then give such further 
evidence as the committee might de- 
sire,” 

Rand read to the commerce com- 
mittee a letter from Wirt in which the 
latter said he had been told by “brain 
trusters” that President Roosevelt 
was only the Kerensky of this revo- 
lution and was to be replaced by a 
Stalin. Rand said Wirt had told him 
the names but, in opposing the stock 
market regulation bill, he said he could 
not remember them, 

Besides Bulwinkle and the two re- 
publicans, Speaker Rainey yesterday 
named O'Connor, of New York, and 
Arnold, of Illinois, democrats, as mem- 
bers of the committee. 

After the organization meeting to- 
day, Bulwinkle telegraphed Wirt to 
“advise immediately if you will accept 
service of summons and be present at 
congressional hearing house office 
building, Washington, at 10 o’clock 
Tuesday morning, April 10.” 

Wirt replied: ~~~ 

“Kindly send me official copy of 
house resolution and also anything 
you can give me concerning commit- 
tee’s plan of procedure. Press reports 
indicate that investigation is to 
limited to my testimony. 

“If this is true, 1 must have reason- 
able time to prepare for such respon- 
sibility. Anxious to appear as sdéon 
as possible but feel I need 10 days’ 
time for preparation after I know plan 
of procedure.”

WIRT SUBPOENAFN| Plane Crash Survivor 


Is Found in Jungles 


Newton C. Marshall; of Milwaukee, Believed 
To Have Perished March 10 With Four 
Others, Picked Up by Indians in Colombia. 


CALI, Colombia, April 5,—(4)—¥‘ 
Primitive Indians searching for 
treasure found Newton C. Marshall, 
of Milwaukee, Wis., alive today, the 
sole survivor of an airplane accident 
March 10 in the Bolivar-Valle de- 
partment which took a reported toll 
of five lives, an official announce- 
ment said. 

Weak and ill, Marshall had wan- 
dered for weeks through the dense 
peice of that mountainous region. 

aping with his life from the 
wrecked’ plane, Marshall was saved 
just in time from a terrifying death 
in the “jungle hell” from. which few 
white men have ever emerged alive. 

Marshall was completely exhausted 
and found it’ almost impossible to 
talk when he was located by a tribe 
of Indians called the Guageros,,famed 
for the use of poison arrows in years 
gone by; 

The Seadta Airline, which owned 
the plane, rushed a physician and 
nurse from Cali aboard a special 
plane, and two employes of the com- 
pany were sent from Bogota to the 
region where Marshall was reported 
located. 

Identification was officially made, 
the announcement stated, through pa- 
pers and his passport which the man 
was carrying. 

Word was immediately ecommuni- 
cated to the Choco-Pacific Company, 
one Of the largest platinum producers 
in the world, of which Marshall was

manager, and a group of officials left 


at once for the Bolivar department 
to meet him. 

It was presumed that Marshal! will 
be taken either to Bogota or brought 
here, depending on the advice of phy- 
sicians. 

Considerable confusion was caused 
tonight by the official statement that 
five bodies were found in the wreck. 
At the time of the accident, the 
Seadta company had said that the 
plane carried but four people, Mar- 
shall; the pilot, Captain Walter 

k; Julio Zuniga, a government 
employe, and an unidentified German. 

Reports from the region stated that 
the plane was not hoes, mage ed de- 
stroyed and that it co n the gold 
cargo which had been shipped in it, 
destined for the government mint in 
Mebellin. 

When it crashed, the lane was 
en route from Quibdo to Cartago over 
the great Choco mining area where 
gold and platinum are often trans- 
ported by air. 

Scadta line officials expected that 
the pilot of the special plane sent 
out from here i make a quick 
investigation of the circumstances of 
the crash. 

Three. sons and the daughter of 
Marshall In| Milwaukee were over- 
joyed to learn that their father had 
been found alive. The four children 
are school students. Marshall left 
Milwaukee 18 years ago and worked 
in the copper country of Michigan

Hard-Surfacing To Be 
Awarded on April 19. 


The state highway board Thursday 
announced the completed list of proj- 
ects to be contracted for at its April 
19 letting, a list which includes a 
project calling for the paving of the 
uncompleted portion of the Macon- 
atonton road in Jones county which 
will finish the long-delayed paved 
route from Macon to Athens. 

Approximately $200,000 will be ex- 
pended for paving the 13 miles gap 
with lime rock, it was announced, 
giving to the city of Macon about 
$450,000 of the $1,000,000 worth of 
projects to be contracted for at the 
letting. The board previously had an- 
nounced that the projects to be con- 
tracted for included one of the new 
$250,000 bridge over the Ocmulgee 
river inside the Macon city limits. 

The Macon-Athens highway is one 
of the most heavily traveled in the 
state, especially during the football 
season. The new road will be com- 
pleted long before the first home Geor- 
gia game in September and it is ex- 
pected will eliminate much of the con- 
gestion between Athens and Atlanta 
as persons who intend traveling from 
south of Macon will not have to come 
through this city to get an alkpaved 
route. 

The board also announced Thurs- 
day that due to a delay in complet- 
ing the survey it will not be possible 
to let the contract for the paving of 
the Rabun county gap in the Tri- 
State highway on April 19. The sur- 
vey was completed Thursday. The 
board may have a special letting for 
this project but if it does not the 
contract for the work will be award- 
May.

AMENDMENT BAN 
INVOKED BY HOUSE 
IN OME LOAN BILL 


Guarantee of Principal 
on Home Loan Bonds Is 
Approved; Political Pro- 
visions Kept Out. 


WASHINGTON, April 5.—(?)— 
A shield frequently used to protect 
presidential recommendations was 
wielded today by house leaders to 
make certain an amendment approved 
by President Roosevelt did not get 
into the home loan bank bill. 

They brought up and passed, under 
a procedu:. that forbade the offering 
of amendments; the measure to guar- 
antee the theiag as well as the in- 
terest of bonds issued by the Home 
Loan Corporation. .Y 

The procedure did not allow the of- 
fering of an amendment which would 
have stipulated that party affiliation 
not be considered in selecting employ- 
es for the corporation. The senate 
had put such an amendment in the 
bill and the house banking committee 
took it out. 

Republicans warned in debate they 
intended to make a campaign issue of 
the political amendment. 

On the final: roll call, there was 
only one dissenting vote and that hy 
a democrat—Representative Kennedy. 
of New-York. 

Kennedy’s Views. 

Kennedy’s explanation was: 

‘I think the time has come when 
congress must stop pledging the ae- 
eurity of the United States until the 
budget is balanced. I stand with the 
president on his recovery program. 
but in this case I cannot go along. 
This involves the outlay of $2,000,- 
000,000, and I am not satisfied that 
the home owners’ loan act of 1933 is 
accomplishing. its original purpose.”

A 6 per cent gain in actual factory 
employment during the month as com- 
pared to January was recorded as hav- 
ing been exceeded only three times in 
15 years. 

None of the figures included the 
splurge of pay increases recently an- 
nounced in the steel, automobile and 
other industries, many of which go 
into effect this month. 

NRA was disclosed today to be 
watching such data intently, while

Insull May.Seek Britain’s:Help 
InFight To Prevent Extradition 


ISTANBUL, April 5. —(P)}—Samuel 
Insull’s lawyers mapped their cam- 
paign today for keeping the aged for- 
mer utilities executive out of the 
hands of American authorities.. 


They indicated an intention of ex- 
ercising all rights under the law in 
this direction, including representa- 
tions to the council of mete and even 
to-the Turkish parliament in a hope 
of obtaining a cassation (annulment) 
court decision against the  govern- 
ment’s extradition order. 

If these efforts fail an appeal will 
be made to the British government on 
the 74-year-old fugitive's behalf be- 
cause he is a native of England. 

Dispatches from London, however. 
quoter authorities as saying even if 


rInsull were a British subject—he could 


regain his British nationality \ only 
through residence—a Turko-American 
extradition treaty now nearing ratifi- 
cation would give the United States 
the right to extradite even a British 
subject charged with violating Ameri- 
can laws. 

The third penal court, meanwhile, 
reaffirmed its stand that Insull could 
not appeal from its recent decision 
upholding Turkey’s right te hand him 
over to American authorities. 

But Publie Prosecutor Kena an- 
nounced Istanbul legal officials exam- 
ined a new protest lodged by Insull’s 
attorneys against the one-time Chi- 
cagoan’s arrest on grounds of illegal- 
ity. and one lawyer prepared persona)- 
ly to present a new appeal to the court 
of cassation at Eskishehir. 

Alexander Mango, British member 
of Insull’s battery of lawyers, express- 
ed optimism regarding this latest 
fight against extradition to face trial 
fon larceny and embezzlement charges 


based on ‘the collapse of the Insull 
utilities. 
Mango said his appeal against the 


penal court’s refusal to reconsider its 
decision has not been rejected since 
no notification of rejection has yet 
received from the tribunal. 

Filing the spoeel, he contended, sus- 
pends preventative detention. He add- 
ed that the defense is protesting 
against the judicial procedure in the 
case 


Insull himself remained in a bare 
hospital room under police suave. He} 
whiled away the time writing notes for 
his memoirs, considerably more cheer- 
ful than during recent days because 
he received $10,000 from his Londop 
agents for continuing his battle. 

American plans, meanwhile, for re- 
turning him remained undisclosed, but 
it was believed he may be put aboard 
a boat leaving Tuesday.

1-4 cupful stuffed Spanish olives, 
chopped ; 2 cupfuls diced cooked ham, 
1 cupful dived celery, 3 tablespoonfuls 
India relish, mayonnaise. 

Trim crusts from bread and spread 
with soft butter or mayonnaise, place 
two slices on each plate. On one 
slice place two thin slices of tomato 
and sprinkle with salt and pepper, 
then with chopped hard-cooked eggs 
and olives combined. On the other 
slice of bread, place a crisp. dry, cup- 
shaped leaf of lettuce. Combine diced 
ham with celery, India relish and 
enough mayonnaise to moisten. Heap 
a generous spoonful of this mixture in 
the lettuce cup. Garnish the plate 
with a quarter of hard-cooked egg and 
several stuffed Spanish olives.

ALBANY, N. Y., April 5.—()— 
Attorney-General John J. Bennett re 
fused tonight to act as counsel for the 
senate judiciary committee in its in- 
vestigation of Senator Warren T. 
Thayer. 

Bennett acted upon the advice of 
Governor Herbert H. Lehman, whe 
charged that the investigation as now

ng.’ 

This development followed close ou 
the heels of the senate’s rejection, by 
a close vote, of the governor's bill 
to permit cities to go into the electric 
light and gas business.

The vote on the municipal owne:- 
ship bill was 22 ayes and 22 noes, 
four votes short of passage. Seven 
democrats joined 15 republicans in 
voting no. 

The governor, declaring “the fight 
has just begun,” immediately made 
new plans to force enactment of util- 
ities reform laws. 

He attacked the senate’s present 
nlans for investigating Senator Thay- 
er, Franklin county republican, as 
‘a gesture for the purpose of mis- 
leading the public.” 

He laid before the legislature a 
new demand for “the broadest kina 
of an investigation of the whole utility 
situation.”

Sturdivant, as was inferred from his 
first announcement. 
Asks Cash Rewards. 

Boykin asked for the resumption of 
payments of cash rewards to inform- 
ers, policemen and deputies sheriff 
who participate in the capture of liq- 
uor cars, and was asked by the com-

Legalization of the sale of whisky

“As long as human nature is what 
it isy and we are going to have liq- 
uor in our midst anyhow, it appears 
to me to be the best thing for us to 
drive the bootlegger out of business by 
having the legislature enact measures 
which will insure the proper control 
of whisky in the state,” Chief Sturdi- 
vant said.

Chief Sturdivant said he “noticed 
in The Constitution this morning that 
Solicitor-General Boykin is quoted as 
saying “the city is a rendezvous for 
racketeers, bootleggers and vice lead- 


ers. 

“Tt is true, as Mr. Boykin re- 
ports, that liquor is being sold over 
the counters, and that bootleggers are 
here in numbers,” Sturdivant said. 
“But it is also true that we pull many 
of these joints 10 or 15 times, only 
to have the bootleggers pay small fines 
and get back on the job immediately. 
We have five to seven men who are 
constantly at work on liquor cases. 
These men are known as ‘Acree and 
his wrecking crew.’ and they do good 
work. But as fast as they close up 
one section, another district breaks 
out just like a case of hives, and it 
is impossible to accomplish the death 
of the bootlegging industry in the city 
as long as the citizens want liquor 
and are willing to pay for it.” 

The chief said that no complaint 
given him on liquor being sold ever 
is ignored. “And we will continue to 
check every complaint, confiscating 
the liquor and making arrests in every 
such reported case where liquor is 
found and arrests can be made,” he 
said, 

Refers to Capone. 

Chief Sturdivant said “Al Capone, 
who made the bulk of his money from 
bootlegging, is in the Atlanta federal 
penitentiary. But not for violation 
of the liquor law. He is there because 
he did not divide his illegal gain with 
the government in the form of income 
taxes.

He 
was on the way north, and when he 
got to my place about 8:00 last night, 
he wanted first of all to know where 
I got the big collection of salamanders 
in Rabun county. I gave the direc- 
tions as well as I could. anad then 
we settled down to examining speci- 
mens for several hours. After con- 
siderable time I managed to get him 
to go into his theories of distribu- 
tion of the salamanders, It was most 
interesting. A 

This morning my startled vision 
beheld Dr. Max Peet, of the Dniver- 
sity of Michigan, in my office. Dr. 
Peet is on the way south, and ex- 
pects t6 collect some  boat-tailed 
grackles and somé Towhees. 
Dr. Peet is professor of brain surgery 
at the Michigan Medical school. His 
hobby is ornithology and if ever a 
man enjoyed a hobby Dr. Peet en- 
joys his. He told me all the news 
about people I knew in Ann Arbor, 
arranged to make some exchanges, and 
then dashed off to get a collecting 
permit. 

I learned from him that Walter 
Koelz, who makes the finest bird skin 
I have eve® had the pleasure of see- 
ing, was back at the Himalayan Re- 
search Foundation at Punjab, I be- 
lieve. I could not swear to the exact 
location of the station. At any rate, 
Koelz-has just brought the total num- 
ber of bird skins that he shipped from 
the Himalayas to Michigan up to 
5,000. Think of having 5,000 speci- 
mens of the hardest birds on earth to 
approach and study all in one col- 
lection! The University of Michigan 
is to he congratulated on securing 
these “skins, for it is doubtless the 
largest collection of Himalayan bird 
life in existence. 

All in all. there have been some 
very refreshing breaths out of the 
past. If I haven’t a museum now, at 
least I can work that much harder tq 
get one. Who will make the first 
contribution?

GRAN EXPERTS STUDY.

ROME, April 5.—(/)—The world 
carryover of wheat on August 1, 1984, 
will be 1,100,000,000 bushels—the 
same as last year—but estimates for 
the 1934-1935 agricultural year a 
optimistic regarding the reduction o 
wheat stocks and acreage.

The committee reopened its public 
hearings to receive the views of Un- 
termyer, who for many years has been 
an exponent of stock exchange regu- 
lation. With its next meeting it ex- 
pects to resume consideration of the 
bill in executive session. 

Pecora’s Draft. 

The day also saw the appearance 
of a second revised draft of the bill, 
drawn by Ferdinand Pecora, commit- 
tee counsel, and his associates. It too 
was designed to decrease the hard 
and fast rules of the bill and expand 
discretionary authority. 

While Untermyer urged that the 
margin requirements be left to the 
federal reserve board, with that body’s 
membership increased to handle the 
hew responsibility, Pecora’s redraft 
contained the 60 per cent cash mar- 
gin requirement of the old measure, 
with certain optional provisions. 

Untermyer suggested that three new 
members be appointed to the reserve 
board by the president, and that the 
latter create a special division within 
the board to take charge of adminis- 
tering the margin section. “We ail! 
know how busy the board is,” he 
said. 

After . Untermyer’s remark about 
“vicious propaganda,” Chairman 
Fletcher interrupted to say that his 
mail and that of many other senators 
had been filled with letters, some of 
them threatening political defeat if 
the bill passed. 

Pecora, who, of course, is not a 
member of the senate, remarked that 
he too had received letters threat- 
ening him with defeat when he runs 
for re-election. Charges of an organ- 
ized propaganda campaign have aris- 
en repeatedly since the bill came up. 

Target of Strong Drive. 


In a letter to Fletcher urging en- 


actment, President Roosevelt himself 
said the measure had been made the 
target of the most highly organized 
opposition drive of any recommenda- 
tion he has sent to Capitol Hill. 

Untermyer said the bill’s margin re- 
quirements provided a “false basis for 
determining the margin of safety for 
a loan.” On some stocks, a high mar- 
gin was Virtually mandatory, he said, 
referring to issues with rapidly chang- 
ing quotations, while on other more 
stable securities a lower margin was 
perfectly proper. 

“On this proposition, strange to say, 
I find myself in agreement with the 
stock exchange authorities that the 
marginal requirements as to each 
class of security should be left to 
the determination of the federal re- 
serve board. Those requirements will 
necessarily be shifting almost from 
day to day. 

“The desire that prompts this dras- 
tic requirement is one with which ev- 
eryone outside of the financial district 
will sympathize. But this does not 
accomplish that purpose. It seems to 
me that it is bound to have the con- 
trary effect of deflating the market 
value of the highest classes of securi- 
ties by placing them on a par with 
the most speculative class as to their 
availability as collateral, which is far 
from the purpose you have in mind.” 

Bill By Hastings. 

Meanwhile, a bill to modify the se- 
curities act by strictly limiting the 
liabilities under that law was intro- 
duced by Senator Hastings, republic- 
an, Delaware. 

Hastings contended the liabilities 
in the act were “out of proportion to 
the reasonable responsibility which 
should be required,” and that they 
“ignore certain well-accepted legal 
principles.” 

His bill would modify liabilities to 
require the purchaser of stock to 
show that he relied on the registra- 
tion statement or prospectus that he 
claimed was false. 

It also would limit liability of un- 
derwriters to purchasers who buy 
from them or in reliance ‘on their 
name and would permit underwriters 
to rely on statements of competent 
officers or experts. 

Hastings said his amendment would 
make the liabilities in the securities 
act similar to, but still more severe 
than, those imposed by the British 
companies act.

Miss Milliard told police that three 
men forced her into an automobile 
near her home Saturddy night. They 
blindfolded her and took her to a 
house where one of the men remained 
as her guard. The others questioned 
her sevetal times, she said. 

“They questioned me concerning the 
disappearance of Al Berger, from 
whom I was divorced a year ago,” she 
said. “I told them I didn’t know 
where he was but that I had. heard 
he hgd been killed.” 


The men, angered by theif failure 
to obtain the information “they (e- 
sired, struck ber repeatedly, she said. 
She displayed swollen lips and 
bruises. .The only food she had, she 
said, was corned beef sandwiches and 
cold coffee. 

“They wanted to know, too, who 
killed Gus Winkler,” she said. “They 
struck me again when I told them 
I did not know. They threatened to 
kill me. I know gangsters well enough 
to know they would if it suited their 
purpose,” , 

Winkler, north side beer lord and 
racketeer, was “put on the spot” and 
shot to death last September. His 
siayers escaped. Berger, his lieuten- 
ant, disappeared about the same time: 
Underworld reports said he had been 
“taken for a ride.” 

“I used to know Winkler and Ted 
Newberry and ‘Bugs’ Moran, all ‘big 
shot’ gangsters,’ Miss Milliard said. 
“I didn’t know who killed Gus. They 
told me Al put him ‘on the spot.’ 


“Finally they let me go. ‘They 
said that I must get out of town 
fast or I would be.found dead in an 
alley some morning. I'm going back 
to my home in Memphis, Tenn., just 
as soon as I can.” 

_ Miss Milliard wept hysterically as 
she mourned the fate that brought her 
from a good home in Memphis to a 
cell in county jail, where she was 
held while police investigated her 
story. Milliard is her assumed name

At the conclusion of his remarks 
the senator inserted in the record a 
table of rates prepared by treasury 
experts showing in detail what effect 
passage of the La Follette amendment 
would have on the tax bill of the 
small business in America. 

He explained to his colleagues that 
many arguments had been advanced 
since the imposition of high rates of 
taxes, which would not bear close 
analysis.

Practical Affair. 


_ After warning the senate that the 
imposition and collection of income 
taxes was a practical thing and tbat 
it was not a visionary, ideal or 
Utopian situation, he added: 

“When the distinguished senator 
from Nebraska, Mr. Norris, recalls to 
mind the net income and impresses

North Carolina, to the Georgia Asso- 
ciation of County Comissioners. 

The two-day meeting, the first sec- 
tion of the Institute of Public Affairs 
of the University of Georgia, closed 
with the speech by George Hamilton, 
state treasurer.

One of the chief complaints during 

cold weather is dry skin. So many re- 
quests for some aid come from those 
who get no relief from ordinary meas- 
ures. The cold weather, coupled with 
a daily bath, results in something like 
a dry leaf in the late fall. 
‘One remedy that seems to work in 
extreme cases is the mineral oil bath.

Sunshine Cake Is as.Refreshing As a New Spring Day

Add one and one-half cups confection- 
er’s sugar gradually, beating as the 
slow stream of sugar goes in. Add 
the yolks of six eggs. These have 
been beaten before adding until they 
are thick and yellow colored. 


Next a teaspoon of lemon ‘extract 
and a few bits of freshly grated lemon 
peel go in. One cup of flour is meas- 
ured, after sifting. It is sifted again 
with one teaspodn cream of tartar. 
This flour is then cut and folded into 
the first mixture. A tube pan is 
used for baking the cake, The oven 
is 825 degrees. It takes about 50 
minutes for the cake to bake. It is 
usually frosted with orange icing.

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SOLVING AIR PROBLEM. 

The joint bills introduced by 
Senator McCarren and Represent- 
ative Wood, of Georgia, authoriz- 
ing the creation of a federal avia- 
tion commission of five members 
to control.aviation activities in the 
United States, appears to present 
the best solution yet offered of the 
air transport and mail problem. 

The aviation commission would 
be essentially similar to the inter- 
state commerce commission, which 
has supervision of the rail trans- 
portation system of the country. If 
would, as far as possible, take air 
dransportation out of politics and 
put its development on a strictly 
business basis. 

The members of the commission 
would be direct appointees of the 
president, with not more than three 
of the five members being from the 
same party, and with the terms of 
the members running for six years 
and expiring on different years, 
making possible the addition of new 
blood to the commission every 12 
months, if necessary. 

The commission would be em- 
powered to fix and determine rea- 
sonable rates and compensation for 
transportation of passengers, mail 
and merchandise; arbitrate labor 
disputes; issue certificates of pub- 
lic convenience and necessity; Teg- 
ulate service and charges, and be 
responsible for the valuation of car- 
rier properties. 

Provision for the elimination of 
such objectionable practices as re- 
sulted in the cancellation by the 
government some weeks ago of ex- 
isting air mail contracts is con- 
tained in the clause in the bill mak- 
ing illegal the sale or lease or ac- 
quisition of control of one carrier 
by another without the permission 
of the commission; of the issuance 
of securities, and of the holding of 
office or directorship by one per- 
son in more than one company.

PROTECTING THE PUBLIC. 

As regrettable as is the death of 
the. Georgia convict who was shot 
down when he attempted to escape 
from the Lowndes county chain 
gang, the incidént presents a strik- 
ing contrast to the escape from an 
Indiana prison of the desperado 
Dillinger. 

Dillinger, locked in a cell in a 
modern prison, cowed 24 guards 
with a dummy pistol whittled from 
a broom handle and successfully 
completed a sensational escape that 
has been followed by a trail of 
bloodshed over. several northwest- 
ern states. 

The two Georgia guards in 
charge of a group of prisoners 
faced a far different situation when 
they prevented the escape of two 
desperate men. Out on a rural 
road, with no assistance within 
summoning distance, these guards 
fired from the hip when suddenly 
confronted with a drawn pistol and 
the command to throw up their 
hands. 

The cowardice of the Indiana of- 
ficers has already resulted in the 
death and wounding of several 
peace officers in other states in 
the effort to recapture Dillinger, 
while the bravery and quick think- 
ing of the Geofgia guards, unfor- 
tuntely resulting in the death of 
one of the men attempting escape, 
has saved the public from further 
threat from bandits who were cap- 
tured only after a street battle that 
endangered the lives of many inno- 
cent citizens. 

At best, the incarceration of hu- 
man beings for the dual purpose 
of punishment for wrong-doing and 
the protection of their fellow citi- 
zens, is a lamentable necessity, and 
they should be accorded the most 
humane treatment possible. 

But when desperadoes attempt to 
break free in order to again re- 
sume their depredations against so- 
ciety, they take their lives in their 
own hands, and it is the duty of 
those in whose charge they have 
been placed to stop at no means 
to prevent such escapes, even if 
this means the placing of the lives 
of the guards in jeopardy. 

The bravery and devotion to 
their responsibility of Georgia’s 
prison attaches has been proven 
time and again, and their regard for 
the lives of escaping prisoners is 
shown by the fact that the great 
majority of the desperate men who 
are willing to risk their lives for 
freedom are wounded, if it becomes 
necessary to fire on them, in the 
legs. 

In instances like the attenipted 
in Lowndes county, thé 
guards had no alternative than to 
shoot to kill when their own lives 
threatened with a drawn 
pistol. 


The principles of humanity 
should dictate the care of prison 
inmates, but the Indiana escape and 
its aftermath furnishes concrete 
evidence of the necessity for prison 
guards to bravely and sternly meet 
efforts to escape.

Canada, where these lines are writ- 
ten, did not escape the economic de- 
pression, but managed to avoid the 


panicky feeling which came near over- 
whelming the people of the United 
States a year or so ago. Leading 
bankers and businessmen are telling 
me here that Canada will’ pull out 
of the depression without an NRA 
code or any other drastic measures 
of that sort. This is profoundly to 
be hoped, and there are indeed indi- 
cations that there is a slow but gen- 
eral improvement in trade and com- 
merce. 


Under leadership of Mr. Bennett, 
the prime minister of the dominion, 
Canada has set her cap for empire 
trade. Mr. Bennett and his colleagues 
take the view that the British empire 
in itself is an international system. 
a commonwealth of nations, which is 
sufficient to itself alone. They struck 
a snag. however, in the matter of 
timber supplies from Canada to Great 
Britain. The British merchants and 
the publie prefer Russian timber. It 
is said to be of better quality. 

This fact is largely responsible for 
the bitter anti-Russian attitude adopt- 
ed by the Canadian government. One 
of the consequences of that attitude 
is that Canadian newspaper readers 
are still being regaled with those sillv 
old stories about nationalization of 
women in Russia, attacks upon re- 
ligion and all the rest of that maudlin 
stuff. One Canadian newspaper pub- 
lished a story last summer to the 
effect that the Red Square in Moscow 
was filled with unburied corpses of 
people who had died of hunger. An 
“eye-witness” had supplied the infor- 
mation. That situation was supposed 
to have prevailed in June and July. 
Rather strange that none of the 250: 
newspaper correspondents and foreign 
observers noticed the corpses in the 
main square of the city. But per- 
haps their eyes were closed to such 
inconsequential occurrences. 

Canada could do a roaring trade 
with Russia, for Russia needs cattle 
and hides. But the Canadian govern- 
ment does not want to do business 
with people who are atheistic and so- 
Cialistic and does not want its citi- 
zens to be contaminated with bolshe- 
vik gold. Animated by lofty humani- 
tarian and Christian principles the 
Canadian government deprived its citi- 
zens from a chance to sell 100,000 
head of cattle. I dare say the Cana- 
dian stock breeders are_ intensely 
grateful to their government for sucb 
fine sollicitude. But I am also cer- 
tain that Mr. Bennett’s government is 
going to be thrown out at the next 
elections. 

Here is an immense country, an 
empire in itself, larger than the ter 
ritory of the United States, almost 
self-sufficient, not dependable on oth- 
ers for imports, with a population of 
about 10,000,000 and room for 20,- 
000,000 more at least. An almost in- 
exhaustible market could be created 
here by opening the doors and set- 
tling the great west with cities and 
villages. But opening the doors may 
mean that others but Anglo-Saxons 
would come in. And there is another 
bogey the Canadian government has 
conjured up. Canada must remain 
Anglo-Saxon. 

I dare say nobody objects to this, 
least of all the destitute immigrants 
from Europe, if they could make a 
home here and enjoy a moderate meas- 
ure of well-being. 

Canada needs men of vision and 
foresight, men with a broad under- 
standing of world events, who can see 
the inter-relation of their country in 
the affairs of the whole world. These 
she has, too, but they are few in 
parliament at the present moment. 
The next election will bring a change.

QUIET RESTFUL SLEEP. 
Careful scientific observation of the 
sleep pattern of children has shown 
that the normal child changes posi- 
tion many times in a night. Graphic 
records of 78.624 hours of sleep made 
hy Dr. Glenville Giddings, of Atlanta, 
gave as the longest period any per- 
son slept without any body movement 
was one hour and 47 minutes. An 
ingenious machine was used for re- 


night’s observation the active \minutes 
(every minute in which there has been 
any body movement recorded) are 
counted up and the total number of 
active minutes constitute the sleep 
pattern. The children were from 9 to 
14 vears of age. 

The most active boy showed an 
average of 110 active minutés in a 
night of nine hours’ sleep. The quiet- 
est sleeper had an average of only 53 
active minutes nightly. 

Girls proved sounder sleepers than 
vs; they not only get to sleep more 
quickly but sleep more’ quietly all 
night. 

After getting a few nights’ records 
the sleep pattern of the individual may 
be accurately rated. A child who is 
a “quiet sleeper” remains a ‘quiet 
sleeper,” and one who is a “rest- 
less sleeper” will remain restless from 
month to month and year to year. 

Dr. Giddings made some interesting 
tests of popular aids to sleep. In a 
series of normal sleepers he gave sit 
ounces (moderate glassful) of cold 
water to the child 6n retiring: the 
child went to bed art 8:30 and lights 
were put out. This was repeated five 
nights. Then warm water was given 
in the same way for five nights. 
Neither appeared to have any influ- 
ence on the child’s sleep. 

A similar experiment was done with 
six ounces of warm milk. This seem- 
ed to produce quiet sleep.

Comment 
at the 
Future of NRA Is Topic of 
Interest; Will Industry 


Be Permitted To Regu- 
late Self, Is Question. 


BY DAVID LAWRENCE 


WASHINGTON, April 5.—Con- 


ress will soon open up to general de- 
te the whole question of what shall 
he the future of the NRA. | 

Unless the president asks for it and 
congress agrees, the licensing fea- 
tures of the national industrial re- 
eovery act, known as the “teeth” in 
the law, will automatically expire on 
June 16 

The present disposition at the NRA 
is not to ask for an extension of pres- 
ent powers but to depend on industry 
to regulate itself hereafter, with, of, 
course, the broad privilege of granting 
or revoking Blue Eagles which the 
NRA has taken unto itself irrespective 
of any provision of law. 

Contracts Only Procedure, 

It has been argued, of course, that 
an executive order by the president 
officially proclaiming the Blue Eagle 
as a government label and providing 
penalties for its unauthorized use has 
all the force of a statute If the pub- 
lic regards the Blue Eagle as a sign 
of co-operation with the NRA and ad- 
justs its purchases accordingly, it is 
the belief of officials here that they 
have plenty of power without the 
licensing provisions, provided, of 
course, industry can regulate itself. 

The purpose of the Blue Eagle origi- 
nally was to bring recalcitrant mi- 
norities in line through the force of 
public opinion and not to crack down 
on an entire industry. It would be 
impossible, if the licensing features 
are permitted to lapse, to put any pres- 
sure on an industry as a whole ex- 
cept in the award of federal or state 
government contracts. 

Compulsion Used Sparingly. 

It will be noted that even without 
the licensing features of the law, the 
government, under the existing code 
regulations of the national industrial 
recovery act, can apply for injune- 
tions or institute suits against those 
who do not comply with codes they 
have signed. : 

General Johnsen has used this pow- 
er very sparingly and is disinclined to 
pursue this method of compulsion, be- 
lieving that in the long run industry 
itself will take care of the policing of 
its codes. 

There are two schools of thought 
growing up here with reference to the 
future of the NRA. There are those 
who believe that the government must 
step in through the federal trade com- 
mission or otherwise and do all] the 
regulating, or else industry must be 
depended upon. to clean its own house, 
with the government a moral support- 
er and supervisor. 

For the moment the second group 
seems to be in the ascendancy, for 
the job of enforcement has grown to 
be almost as difficult as it was under 
the Volstead act, if not much worse. 
That law could not te enforced, it 
was discovered, without a public sen- 
timent back of it. So now, unless a 
public sentiment within an industry 
is developed, government officials fore- 
see enforcement as_ impracticable. 
More may be accomplished, it is be- 
lieved, by putting the burden on in- 
dustry itself and holding in_ the 
background the threat of complete so- 
cialization of industry as an alterna- 
tive, - 

Anti-Trust Law Revival. 

Another development which may 
prolong the session of congress be- 
yond May 15 and stir up the debate 
on the NRA is the proposal by Sena- 
tor Borah, of Idaho, that the anti 
trust laws be revived. He believes thé 
small businessmen must be protected 
against monopoly practices. He points 
to the federal trade commission fre- 
port on the operation of the steel 
industry as an example of monopoly 
and price-fixing. 

This aspect of the problem is the 
subject of much controversy and 
probably will draw a reply from Gen- 
eral Johnson, who is a staunch be- 
liever in giving industry certain 
powers under the codes to prevent 
cut-throat competition and inous 
price battles. He feels that there are 
gains which offset the disadvantgges. 
The steel industry, for instance, \has 
been giving widespread employment 
to the idle and is now employing al- 
most as many men as in 1929 and 
yet is operating at only 50 per cent 
of capacity. 

Price-Fixing the Crux. 

The real issue will come on what 
may be called price _ stabilization 
rather than price-fixing. This involves 
the question of how far competitors 
who operate at. low costs shall be 
forced to sell their goods at a price 
which will enable the high cost pro- 
ducer to make a profit, too. A com- 
mittee of the president’s cabinet is 
studying this problem and probably 
will be for a long time to come. For 
what has happened is that the far- 
reaching implications of artificial 
control of price and production are 
raising more and more complex: is- 


sues every day.

WIFE TO BE PILOT 
ON PICCARD TRIP 
INTO UPPER SKIES 


WILMINGTON, Del., April 5.— 
(P)—An overnight flight into the 
stratosphere—with a woman in the 
big gondola’s pilot seat and a tall, 
bespectacled man deep in study of 
scientific data—is to be undertaken 
this summer by the Piccards, of Wil- 
mington. 


Mrs. Jean Piccard, wife of Dr. Jean 
Piccard, twin brother of the famous 
Belgian, Professor Auguste, who has 
twice ascended into the upper reaches, 
disclosed tentative plans for the flight 
today, 

With herself as pilot, Mrs. Piccard 
said the trip will in in or near 
Detroit, probably either in July or 
August. 

They will take off after sundown, 
and will remain aloft until after 
dawn breaks the next day. There will 
be no attempt to smash any altitude 
records, Mrs. Piccard said, for they 
intend going aloft only about as high 
as did Lieutenant Commander T. G. 
W. Settle and Major Chester Fordney 
last summer. 

In fact, the Piccards intend using 
the same balloon and gondola in 
which the naval officer and his ma- 
rine companion made their 11-mile 
trip into the air, which started in 
Chicago and ended in a southern New 
Jersey swamp. That equipment be- 
longs to the Piccards. 


Dr. Piccard, his wife said, will have 
six instruments with him with which 
he will study the cosmic ray. He will 
devote virtually all of his time aloft 
to gathering of scientific data, while 
Mrs. Piccard will do whatever maneu- 
vering of the balloon is necessary. 

Dr. Robert A. Millikan, of Pasa- 
dena, Cal., and Dr. W. F. G. Swann, 
of Swarthmore, Pa., with whom Dr. 
Piccard is engaged in research work, 
will furnish some of the instruments 
to be employed on the flight, Mrs. 
Piccard said.

To Discuss Traffic Prob- 
lems in 2-Day Sessions. 


The need of a state drivers’ license 
law will be discussed. today by Sidney 
J. Williams; CWA national safety di- 
rector and assistant FERA adminia- 
trator, before a meeting of motor ve- 
hicle administrators of southern states 
at the Piedmont hotel. 

Mr. Williams and John J. Hall,, 
safety expert of the National Bureau 
of Casualty and Surety Underwriters, 
arrived in Atlanta Thursday to at- 
tend the two-day conference of the 
motor vehicle administrators and traf- 
fice safety officials and an organiza- 
tion meeting of the southeastern divi- 
sion of the American Confrence of 
Motor Vehicle Administrators, over 
which T. McCall Frazier, of Richmond, 
Va., will preside. The first session 
begins at 10 o’clock this morning and 
uniformity of traffic laws in all south- 
érn states will be considered. 

“The CWA traffic survey which will 
be made in Atlanta at an early date 
will be. used as a part of a national 
checkup on observation of traffic laws 
and will aid in attaining greater safety 
for motorists and estrians,” Mr. 
Williams asserted. 

He is greatly interested in the traf- 
fice problems of Atlanta and. Gevr- 
gia and predicted that the survéy here 
would do much in reducing aci$dents 
and loss of life and property. 

“The traffic survey will determine 
just where policing is most needed and 
also what laws, if any, need to be 
changed. In many cases, where mo- 
torists flagrantly violate the regula- 
tion, it is because the law is wrong. 
If the law is right and they still break 
it, then it must be enforced,” he sai‘.

filly candidates for the 000 added 
event survive the rigors of training.

$3.40 per day, with which wage scale the employes themselves 
were entirely satisfied, realizing as they do that we are. competing 
with laborless fuels such as natural gas that comes in tax free, and 
with hydro-electric power and oil, and that due to the very much 
lower production cost,- the fields to the north and east of us have 
and are able to ship coal into such points as Svlacauga, Talla- 
dega, Gadsden, Florence, Sheffield, etc., at a lower price than 
Alabama coal can be delivered, and these points together with 
other markets including Memphis, have been entirely lost to the 


Alabama field. 
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While the increase in Alabama is based on 
$1.20 per day, the increase in the fields to the north and east of 
us amounts to only 20c to 40c per dav.

In response to a query from W. S&S. 
Dowdell, president of the New York 
Cotton Exchange, Johnston said, “we 
have liquidated our futures without 
disturbing the market and assure the 
public our intention to do likewise 
with the actual cotton.” 2 

In a letter to Johnston, Dowdell 
said considerable discussion had aris- 
en on cotton exchanges concerning dis- 
position of government cotton, par- 
ticularly about possible action after 
July 31, 1934. 

Johnston said the highest number 
of cotton futures held at any one time 
was 965,000 bales and at present 104,- 
000 bales are held. Since the gov- 
ernment began selling cotton futures 
on December 22, 1933, the market has 
steadily improved, Johnston said. 

He added that the remaining 400,- 
000 bales would be liquidated by May 
1, 1935, unless the market went to 
12 1-2 cents per pound, in which case 
option contracts would be closed out 
and futures disposed of. 

He also said that Secretary Wallace 
has delivered a total of 1,950,000 
bales of actual cotton to the pool, 
which cannot be sold at less than 15 
cents per pound until after July 31, 
1934, after which time it may be sold 
at the discretion of the pool man- 
ager. ; 

“To dispel any uneasiness which 
may be felt by the trade with re- 
gard to this cotton, you are advised 
that it will not be dumped on the 
market, sacrificed, or offered in a 
manner caiculated to unduly disturb 
spot market conditions,” Johnston 
told Dowdell. 

He added that the cotton “will be 
marketed in an orderly fashion in ac- 
cordance with sound business judg- 
ment and with a view to avoiding 
competition with normal trade chan- 
nels. When and if any of this cotton 
is offered for sale, the public will be 
advised and trade given an opportu- 
nity to purchase.” 

Johnston also” warned speculators 
that:the cotton would not be sold 
after August 7 at a figure below pre- 
vanes market prices at the time of 
sale.

4—North quite correctly now shows 
his second suit—still keeping the 
bidding at the range of one-odd. 

5—South has now found a very fine 
fit in the hand and makes the 
practically forcing bid of three 
spades. The possession of the dia- 
mond king makes the South hand 
worth almost a four-spade bid. 

6—-North now becomes bullish on che 
hand. Holding three cards to the 
king-ten in his partner's heart suit, 
and not having supported that suit 
heretofore, he must do so. The 
four-heart bid must ‘be construed 
by his partner as a mild slam try 

and in addition the bid gives a

South 
makes a slam try by the conven- 
tional bid of four notrump, show- 
ing two aces and the king of a 
bid suit. 

S—North has not the ace of clubs 
and therefore cannot make the con- 
ventional five-notrump response. 
However, on the previous bidding 
and the subsequent four-notrump 
bid, South is marked, at the least, 
with the heart ace topping a fair- 
ly good heart suit, the diamond 
king and either the spade ace or 
the club ace.. Furthermore, South 
is marked from the bidding with 
four cards in the spade suit to an 
honor or honors. There must 
therefore be some play for the slum 
in spades, and North must contract 
for this slam himself rather than 
sign off with five diamonds or 
even with five spades. He knows 
that South will know an ace is 
missing and accordingly not bid 
seven. Either a diamond break. a 
solid heart suit or a successful 
heart finesse should enable the 
North player to make six.
